FARMER'S. DAUGHTER THE CAUSE 


Wounded Man Says 
Daniels Made 


An Attempt to Hob Cash 


Drawer. 


Police of St. Charles believe that 
the .shooting of Clark Arganbrlte, op 
orator and 
cashier for the Great 
Western railway at Lily Lake, 111., 
late on Sunday night by Daniel Dan­ 
iels. which Arganbrlte charged was 
done in an attempt to rob the cash 
drawer of the station, was caused by 
jealousy between the two men over 
the affections of Madeline Cooley, the 
15 year old daughter of E. C. Cooley, 
a farmer 
'At 
4:30 Monday afternoon Miss 
Cooley saw Daniels at the station at 
St. Charles, where she goes fo at­ 
tend school every day. He told her 
that he had shot, the station agent 
and why he had done it, it is said. 
She did not notify the police. They 
were told of the circumstance later 
by Miss Whitney, a friend of .Miss 
Cooley, living at Wasco. 
Worked for Girl's Lather. 
Daniels was employed on the farm 
about a year ago. He and Miss Cooley 
are said to have become close friends. 
Later he left the neighborhood. Ar- 
ganbrite went to work for the rail­ 
road at Lily Lake about four months 
ago. He became acquainted with Miss 
Cooley, whom he saw twice a day 
while on her way to and from 
St. 
Charles, 


Two weeks ago Daniels returned 
and went to the Cooley farm to live. 
In a few days Miss Cooley left and 
went to stay with Miss Whitney, it 
is believed that Daniels had lost fa­ 
vor in her eyes and that she went 
away to avoid him, and that he held 
Arganbrlte responsible. 
Tells Story of Hobbery. 
During his last stay at Lily Lake 
Daniels had made the acquaintance 
of Arganbrite. Sunday night after 
church he went to the station and 
entered 
the telegraph room where 
Arganbrite was alone. At 10:30 shots 
were heard. Neighbors found Argan- 
brite shot, under the left eye and in 
the back. He said he had detected 
Daniels in an attempt to rifle the 
cash drawer and that the thief shot 
him when he attempted to interfere. 
It. is believed he told the story to 
shield the girl. 
Arganbrite, who is at the West 
Side hospital in Chicago, seems to 
be in a fair way to recover. Daniels 
has not been found.
